Good  Or  Bod? 

Thia  ii,  a  visual  age.  Some  of 
the  nation’s  beat-selling  magazines, 
such  as  Life  a»ui  Look,  make  exten¬ 
sive  use  of  pictures.  (And  indeed 
pictures  add  to  the  looks  and  read¬ 
ability  of  any  paper  or  magazine). 
Filmstrips,  motion  pictures,  tele¬ 
vision — all  are  a  part  of  our  pres¬ 
ent-day  living. 

But  the  use  of  pictures  toi  tell 
stories  and  to  capture  the  interest 
of  man  is  not  a  new  thing.  The 
Stone  Age  man  drew  pictures  on 
the  walls  of  his  cave.  Pictures 
carved  on  stone  have  been  found 
buried  -in  the 
t,f  test  civntza? 

Pictures  fascinate,  both  young 
and  old  alike.  Ninety-eight  per  cent 
ol  all  children  between  eight  and 
twelve  read  comics.  Alany  young 
people  and  adults  also  read  com¬ 
ics.  It  has  been  estimated  that 
seventy  million  comics  MONTHLY 
are  sold  in  America  today! 

There  is  nothing  wrong  in  read¬ 
ing  a  good,  clean  comic  strip — be  it 
in  a  newspaper  of  in  a  comic  book. 
But  comic  books  are  faster  read¬ 
ing  and  the  habit  of  reading  the 
better  comics  may  lead  children  to 
move  over  to  the  reading  of  the 
more  dramatic  crime  comics.  The 
bad  are  sold  along  with  the  good. 
And  a  child  who  loves  to  read  may

Children  get  used  to  reading  the 
fast-moving  picture  scenes  and  get 
Impatient  with  solid  pages  of  print. 
But  this  factor  of  slowing  down  the 
child’s  reading  ability  is  added  to 
a  far  more  serious  danger.  It  can¬ 
not  be  denied  that  crime  comics 
are  having  vast  influence  on  juve¬ 
nile  delinquency  and  crime  in  this 
nation  today. 

Headers’  Digest  in  an  article 
with  the  subtitle,  •‘Blueprints  for 
Delinquency,”  cited  the  following 
crimes  attributed  to  the  reading  of 
comic  books: 

"1.  Three  boys,  six  to  eight  years 
old,  took  a  boy  of  seven,  hanged 
him  nude  from  a  tree,  his  hands 
tied  behind  him.  then  burned  him 
with  matches.  Investigation  offi¬ 
cers  found  that  the  boys  were  re¬ 
enacting  a  comic  book  plot. 

“2.  A  boy  of  11  killed  a  woman  in 
a  holdup.  When  arrested,  he  was 
found  surrounded  by  comic  books. 

“3.  A  boy  of  13  commited  a  “lust 
murder”  of  a  girl  of  six.  Arrested 
and  jailed,  he  asked  only  for  comic 
books.” 

Civic  drives  in  many  cities  have 
begun  a  stand  against  crime  com¬ 
ics.  We  challenge  Christian  par¬ 
ents  to  place  in  the  hands  of  their 
children  good,  clean  Christian 


and  plenty  of  them!  But  not  cheap 
pictures  of  violence,  brutality,  and 
filth.  Not.  books  that  are  filled 
with  gory  language. 

We  challenge  Christian  parents 
to  teach  their  children  to  able  to 
ciioose  for  themselves  to  be  lovers 
of-the good ^  literature  m 
the  bad.  Teach  them  to  appreciate 
heroes  of  truth  and  courage  and 
valor,  not  of  robbery,  torture,  and 
murder.
